Face 1950 with O¢zténiom 


TOCKMEN can face the new year with 
reasonable optimism. Returns from 
meat, milk and eggs will not be as guod 
as in the extraordinary last three years, but 
will be better than in most other periods. 
While there will be more to sell and con- 
sumers probably will have less food money 
in 1950 than in 1949, neither supply nor 
demand is likely to change radically. 
Short-term prospects are slightly less 
favorable for the time being, but long-run 
factors are working steadily for the lve- 
stock producer. The number of consumers 
has increased more in the last ten years 
than in any previous decade in our history 
and this population growth continues. The 
rise in dietary standards leads consumers 
to spend more of their food money for 
meat and dairy and poultry products. Leg- 
ume forage and grass grown for livestock 
feeding and the manure produced are vital 
in soil conservation and soil building. 
@ CATTLE prices probably will average 
somewhat lower in 1950. Farmers are like- 
ly to market about as much beef as in 
1949. Consumer incomes will be lower 
and cheap pork will attract more of the 
housewife’s dollars. The proportion of well- 
finished cattle probably will again be high, 
bur fewer may come in winter and spring 
and more in the last quarter than in 1949. 
Feeding margins probably will be berter 
early in the year and poorer later than in 


the 


x 


past year. 

The cattle population cycle probably has 
turned upward again, so that beef supplies 
will be larger in future years. Cattle re- 
Ceipts will mot increase much and may de- 
cline in the early stage of expansion, due 
to holding to enlarge herds. 

Lower prices for Good and Choice cat- 
tle probably are ahead in the first 4 or 5 
Months of 1950. More cattle usually are 
grain finished in January-May than at any 
other and decline in most 
years, especially for the top grades. A year 
ago, prces for these grades dropped $4 
to $6 a cwt. from December to April. 

About more feeder cattle were 
shipped into the Cornbelr since July 1 than 
fast year and total numbers on feed proba- 
bly are larger than ever before. Many cat 
tle went out to glean down corn and the 
proportion light for 
wintering over was larger than a year ago 
But, the regular 
fed crop pasture cattle 
will be ready to sell and some of the corn- 
field cartle in the hands of inexperienced 
feeders will come back early. Many finish- 
ers who were caught in the sharp break in 
February last year probably will sell in 
January this year. 

With prices likely to work 
spring, any cattle that are reasonably 
finished should be sold on the hard spots

@ STOCKER and FEEDER cattle prices may 
weaken a little as fat cattle prices decline 
but they are unlikely to drop far.

HE third grand cham- 

pion carlot of lambs in 

four years was just one of 

the victories scored by Kentucky South- 

downs at the 1949 International Livestock 

Exposition. The most enthusiastic sheep- 

ring audience in years also saw a pen of 

three Bluegrass-bred Southdowns top the 

junior lamb show, and in the open show 

a U. of Ky. lamb vanquished champions of 

nine other breeds to become the Interna- 
tional grand champion wether. 

Henry Besuden of Winchester is the 
Kentuckian who won the grand carlot 
award, and if you think his winning in 
1946 and '47 made this victory easy, you 
should have heard him at the Southdown 
“Gentlemen, I came to this In- 
ternational aged 45, but you can now 
count me 55!” He referred to the difficult 
decision Judge L. C. Knollin made between 
his 84-pound purebred Southdowns and the 
92-pound | Southdown-Suffolk — crossbreds 
flown in by Howard Vaughn, Dixon, Calif. 
Making it even more interesting was the 
fact that Vaughn’s 50 were sired by a 
Besuden ram. Henry said frankly that his 
twice-victorious Southdown-Western cross 
could not have topped this show. He won 
by selecting the best 10 ewe lambs from 
his 300 unregistered Southdown ewes (he 
has 100 registered ones) and buying 3 to 
14 similar ewe lambs from 7 other Clark 
County breeders. (In Kentucky there is 
a good demand for big, plain unregistered 
Southdown rams for use on Western ewes, 
but ewe lambs of the same breeding may 
be had cheap.) Mr. Besuden started the 
lambs on Korean clover pasture and they 
later had access to other clover pastures. 
On Sept. 12 he started feeding them two 
parts oats and one part corn. The corn 
was increased to 70°% Oct. 10. They also 
had calf-starter. Swift paid the record price 
of $73 per cwt. for Besuden’s load (52 
head) while Armour took Vaughn's first- 
prize heavyweights at $51.

‘Thirty-one 
loads, five breeds, made up 
the strongest show that veteran spectators 
had ever seen; but the judges agreed that

Just what are the justifications for com 


petitive livestock shows anyhow? I think 


our fairs and shows should be a modern 


counterpart exactly what the first fairs 


were: 4 mbination of bazaar, festival 
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People came to trade, buyers to see 
samples of what they may want to buy, 
sellers to show samples of the stock they 
produce for sale. People come to have 
fun—and part of the fun, if you please, 
is the sport of trying to win blue rib- 
bons. People come to get ideas, informa- 
tion, inspiration. The stockman needs to 
be a student of his business and he has 
a right to expect a livestock show to 
teach him something important in the im- 
provement of his breed. 

If these are the real reasons for staging 
livestock shows, then every classification 
ought to be appraised as to how much it 
contributes to these objectives. My con 
tention is that we have muddled our way 
into a complex assortment of group classi- 
fications which bog down the effectiveness 
of our livestock shows, and what's worse, 
they dissipate the money and effort that 
might be applied to making our shows 
vastly more useful. 

Consider the bazaar aspects of a stock 
show. Prizes should be so planned that 
they apply prestige where it belongs in 
pedigree appraisal. To do this, prizes must 
emphasize individ a merit of one animal 
either as a winner or the sire or dam of a 
winner. Most group classes do not directly 
nor precisely credit an individual with ad- 
ditional prize prestige. It's too complicated 
to say that a bull sired one of the three 
bulls in a 3-bull class at the state fair. 
Furthermore, the specifications of every 
class should be such that they add one 
more sales assct to the winner. After all, 
a breeder should want to win the prize 
so that he can thereby increase the sale 
value of his animal or clinch a point that 
makes selling his stock easier to do. 

Show planners have wisely reduced the 
classes calling for mature animals. Over- 
fitting is injurious to older stock, and a 
costly indulgence of feed for no construc- 
tive purpose. Young stock can be “pushed” 
for growth and bloom within the bounds 
of practical development. Moreover, it's the 
young stock that represents most of what 
breeders have for sale. It’s this product 
that should be put foremost in the live- 
stock show window. 

Now as to the fun farmers can have 
at their shows. Right off, I challenge 
the planners to get rid of the toil and 
boredom that goes with handling so many 
group classes. Take a tip from pro foot- 
ball and “open up” your plays. Make 
classes the kind the ringside can watch so 
completely that every ringsider can en 
joy playing judge all the way through 
the list. Think up some features that get 
headlines in show publicity. Go in for 
some dramatic touches that make a local 
bet a new hat that he 


can outdo all come

Cut Pig Death Losses 


I EATH losses among newborn pigs may 

be lessened by feeding high quality 
alfalfa with winter sow rations and by 
allowing sows and gilts free access to green 
pastures. Estimates show that 20% or more 
of the pigs farrowed are either stillborn 
or die within a few days. And every 1 to 
3 day old pig that dies represents a loss of 
100 Ibs. of feed, as a 21 day old pig rep- 
resents 150 Ibs. of feed, and a pig at 56 
days, 200 Ibs. of feed. 

A large percentage of these deaths really 
result from abnormalities caused by nutri- 
tional deficiencies in the sow, and not pri- 
marily from accidental injury as it first 
appears. The abnormal pigs just make lit- 
tle effort to escape injury. Often, pigs may 
not be able to assimilate milk even though 
is producing an adequate amount, 
tor the majority of L000 pigs examined at 
Purdue died on a full stomach. Corn, pro- 


tein supplements and minerals simply do 


the sow 


not supply all the nutritional needs of a 


pig before birth or during suckling. 

Such deficiencies may be partially pre 
vented by mixing 10 to 15% (by weight) 
of high grade alfalfa meal in the winter sow 
rations. In addition to the minerals, vitamins, 
and quality protein supplied by the ground 
legume, it adds fiber to the ration. This 
provides bulk at farrowing time and keeps 
the sows from becoming too fat. 

A better method of supplying these nu 
trients is to allow free access to green pas 
tures. Purdue and Illinois experiments indi 
cate that sows are capable of storing certain 
amounts of the nutrients which will aid in 
carrying them through the latter part of 
the pre-birth period when green forage is 
not available. For extra protection add 15% 
or more of high quality alfalfa meal to the 
sow's diet after the ereen forage is gone. 
These practices are the soundest and most 
economical means of increasing the effi 
ciency of hog production —Dr. MALCOLM 
BERSON.

LaRue 
has 190 acres in the farm, and rents 170 
more. 

Let’s fly eastward now to Ohio, Pike 
County, on the old Ohio & Erie Canal, by 
jings. At Waverly we find the Foremost 
Farm of A. E. Blaum, who bought these 
250 acres in 1933. Corn, wheat, oats and 
red clover is the way they farm here. The 
clover is used for hay and furnishes a new 
field each year for the sows to farrow on. 
All the fields are limed about every five 
years. There are 5 large ponds and the 
water is piped to every field. Yes, sir, he 
can raise hogs on every field on the farm, 
which in 1941 was voted the most im- 
proved farm in Pike County. In 1935 Mr. 
Blaum bought his first bred Berkshire gilt 
from Bowsher & Sons at a cost of $75. 
She turned out to be a good sow and in 
a few weeks he bought two more from 
Lynnwood and two more from Conner 
Prairie. He tries each year since he bought 
his first sow to improve the herd, and to- 
day has 35 sows to farrow twice a year. In 
1947 he showed the grand champion sow 
at the Ohio State Fair. In 1948 he rank- 
ed third in the nation in the number of 
Berkshires recorded and sold. For the be- 
ginner it is better to buy only the best, 
then you don’t have to start over again, he 
thinks. 

We must hurry. Space is running low! 
Let's go back to Thorntown, Ind., and call 
on E, J. Barker. He will tell you that he 
just grew up with Berkshires in his father’s 
pig pen. I. N. Barker started in Berkshires 
in 1872. E. J. was born in 1876; so he 
has had Berkshires all his life. In 1895 he 
took a half-interest in the herd with his 
father, after a siege of cholera left him 
with only 13 head—good, bad and indif- 
ferent. From that start E. J. built the 
Barker Herd. 

The Barker farm consists of 675 acres 
of Indiana’s best land and the Berkshires 
paid for all of it, and the improvements. 
Mr. Barker believes that any good hog 
man who will start in a moderate way can 
buy a good farm every five years! If he 
is thrifry and a good business man. Mrs. 
Barker and E. J. have done their own work. 
Every good hog man is a worker, knows 
what a dollar is worth and does not try to 
buy the highest priced animals in a sale. 
Buy good ones at a moderate price and 
from one or two good sows you can soon 
have a sizable herd of good breeding, some 
show animals.

Look up the records 
of Berkshires alongside other breeds, says 
Mr. Barker. Let results be your guide. Do 
not be led astray on type crazes; stay with 
a conservative type. 

This E. J. Barker is a farmer who has 
succeeded. He bred and sold quality Berk- 
shires on this farm. He built the Indiana 
State Fair, as secretary-manager back 
yonder. He is today treasurer of the Stand 
ard Life Insurance Company of Indian 
apolis, which I bet Berkshires paid for too. 
He has been a director of the American 
Berkshire Association for 50 years. Now 
they've elected him your President—i.e., if 
you go for quality pork on the farm and 
join the Grand Old Berkshire Party.

Nat’! Red Poll Sale 


RR EMEMBER that pretty brick building 

that was featured on our October 
cover page? the home of the Red Poll Cat- 
tle Club? It was dedicated officially on 
the morning of November 9 to the “service 
of Red Poll breeders, to the future of Red 
Poll cattle and to the extension of the 
dual purpose cattle interest.” Thus, the 
Red Polls, one of the smallest of the cattle 
breed associations, joined with the Here- 
ford, Holstein, Guernsey, Ayrshire and 
Brown Swiss as home owners, rather than 
renters, 

But back to the Red Polls. Following 
the dedication of the building, which was 
attended by about 200 breeders and their 
wives from 15 states, the scene moved to 
the Lincoln Hotel, where the 67th annual 
meeting of the Red Poll Cattle Club of 
America convened. 

Secretary F. A. Sloan first reported on 
the total cost of the new building. Includ- 
ing the lot, landscaping, sign and perma- 
nent fixtures installed, the cost was less 
than $27,000. Of this approximately two- 
thirds was financed by the sale of 3% de- 
bentures to breeders, the balance coming 
out of the Club surplus. In this respect, 
the Red Poll financing differed from that 
of other associations in that breeders were 
not asked to donate, but to invest in the 
future of their Association. 

Secretary Sloan also hal a very good re- 
port to make with regard to registrations, 
which hit a new high of almost 4,500; in 
new members, 81; and in new herds start- 
ed, 416, 

When Secretary Sloan became Treasurer 
Sloan his report was much less optimistic. 
While the Club had not outspent its in- 
come during the fiscal year, additional 
services rendered to breeders and increased 
costs in various fields made it a neck and 
neck race between income and outgo. 
Rather than curtail the Club’s services, the 
breeders present voted to increase registry 
tees by $1.00 each in order to assure the 
idditional income necessary to carry on the 
Association business during the coming 
year. This raise is effective Jan. 1, 1950. 

In the election of directors, Fred Esterly 
of Buffalo, Minn., was elected to succeed 
himself, while L. A. Rounds, Muskogee, 
Okla., and George Rice, Troy, Ohio were 
elected to succeed R. L. Fetzer, Shabbona, 
IL, and Phil Hopkins of Homer, Mich. 
Dr. E. E. Novak of New Prague, Minn., 
and H. P. Olson of Altona, IIL, were re- 
elected president and vice-president respec- 
tively. 

In the 7th National Red Poll Sale, held 
on the following day at the Nebraska State 
Fair grounds, 55 head sold tor an average 
of $405. Oddly, the average on bulls and 
females varied only by cents from the gen- 
eral average, the bulls being a few cents 
higher, the females a few cents lower. 

Top of the bull sale was a two-year-old 
consigned by Dr. Novak. He went to Roy 
Mueller, Arlington, Minn., and Dale Bush, 
Lincoln, Neb., at $630. J. F. Gilbert & 
Son, Earlham, Iowa took the second top 
bull, a consignment of McMarshall Farms, 
Washburn, IIL, ac $600. 

Dr. Novak also had the top female con- 
signment, a cow and calf pair at $750. The 
cow went to Maurice E. Rigben, Black 
well, Okla. Top single female went at 
$540 to L. A. Rounds and was consigned 
by McMarshall Farms.—R. W. P

NDIVIDUALLY and in quantity, 

on foot and on the hook, Berk- 
shires topped all breeds at the recent 
50th Anniversary International Live 
Stock Show. Not only did the breed 
furnish the grand champion individual 
of the show with its middleweight, 
but it also had the reserve champion 
over all breeds in the lightweight and 
heavyweight classes. As if it were not 
enough to have the grand champion 
carcass on the hook, the breed also 
had the champion carcass barrow (not 
the same one) on foot. And with only 
one Berkshire carlot entry shown, the 
breed captured that competition. 


The winnings at this great Interna- 
tional alone show the approval which 
Berkshires have won as the meat type 
hog. But as additional evidence we 
submit the following wins in inter- 
breed competition during 1949: 

Champion carlot at Denver; cham- 
pion pen and junior pen at the Minn. 
Spring Barrow Show; champion litter 
and individual at the lowa Spring Bar- 
row Show; champion pen and reserve 
individual at N. Dak.; reserve indi- 
vidual at §. Dak.; champion pen and 
individual at Calif.; champion indi- 
vidual at Eastern Wisconsin; champion 
pen at the Kansas Market Show; 
champion carcass at the National Bar- 
row Show; sweepstakes 10 head on 
foot and in carcass at the American 
Royal; reserve individual, champion 
pen and champion junior barrow at 
the Waterloo Meat Animal Show; and 
champion individual at the Eastern 
National. These honors were all won 
by purebred Berkshires at major shows 
and do not take into account a number 
of major wins by crossbreds with 
Berkshires as one of the parents. 

The meatiness of Berkshires is re- 
flected 
size. This was very noticeable in the 
[nternational showring, where the 
heavyweight Berkshire did not look as 
large as the lightweight champion 
from another breed, yet outweighed 
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in another way—weight for 


him by more than 40 Ibs. It takes 
meat to make such a difference. 


Berkshires grow fast, too. Modern 
measurement of the growth factor in 
pigs is the 56 day litterweight. Berk- 
shire Production Registry records 
compare favorabiy with those of other 
breeds.

In 1949, the Indiana Livestock

shires stood Ist, 3rd, 4th, Sth and 6th 
over all breeds. In the Indiana ton 
litter show earlier in the year, a Berk- 
shire-sired litter was crowned cham- 
pion. 


Straight or crossbred Berkshires 
have won this honor more than any 
other breed. In the case of crossbreds, 
the Berkshire-sired litters with dams 
of several different breeds have been 
the winners in various years, demon- 
strating the predominant ability of 
Berkshires to transmit their meaty 
type. This has been further proved by 
a number of Berkshire-sired crossbred 
winnings at the International (13 of 
the last 15 carlot winners were Berk- 
shire-sired cross or purebreds) and 
other major shows. 


“Show winnings are okay, but does 
that prove the payoff in profits?” you 
may well ask.

cations, let us quote from Eugene A. 
Spielman, young South Dakota breed- 
er who raised the 703 P.R. litter men- 
tioned earlier. He says, “I bought my 
first Berkshire bred sow in the fall of 
1941.

(From page 8) ago. Imports probably will 
be larger as a result of devaluation of 
foreign currencies and will prevent any ex- 
treme pinch in supplies for a few months. 

The support level for the 1950 clip 
probably will average about 45c a grease 
pound at the farm compared with 42.3c 
in the last three years. Prices for medium 
wools have been near the support level in 
the past year while fine wools have been 
above it. Support can be anywhere from 
60 to 909% of the new parity, under the 
new 1949 farm act, but probably will be 
placed at 90% to stimulate an increase in 
production to the government goal of 360 
million pounds of shorn wool a year. 

@ MILK and butterfat prices probably will 
average slightly lower in 1950. The num- 
ber of milk cows has turned upward, espe- 
cially in the fluid milk sheds, after four 
years of decline. Milk production is likely 
to be a little larger and effective demand 
slightly weaker than in 1949. A slightly 
smaller proportion of the milk produced 
probably will be sold as fluid milk and 
cream, so that farmers will have to sell 
more as butterfat. Price changes will de- 
pend partly on the level of government 
support which can be anywhere between 
75 and 90% of the new parity prices, 
which are 11 to 14% over the old basis. 

Dairy feeding ratios probably will be 
rather profitable for producers who have 
good cows. Dairying is likely to be one of 
the more prosperous phases of farming in 
the next few years. Good milk cows and 
promising dairy heifers probably will be 
in demand right along 
@ Ecc producers will not do as well 
in 1950 as in 1949 and returns from 
chickens, broilers and turkeys may be down 
slightly, but it will be a fairly good year. 
Laying flocks at the start of the year will 
be slightly larger than a year ago and pro- 
duction per bird will be higher. Consumer 
demand will be narrower. Government 
support of egg prices probably will be on 
a lower level than in 1949, 

Prices probably will be enough lower 
in late winter and early spring to lead to 
a slightly smaller hatch, and smaller num- 
bers of pullers for laying flocks next fall. 
The supply of farm chickens probably will 
be slightly smaller next summer and fall, 
but broiler production is likely to be 
slightly larger than in 1949. More storage 
poultry will be carried into 1950 than 
was on hand a year ago. 

Ege-feed, chicken-feed and turkey-feed 
price ratios will be less profitable than in 
1949, but well managed flocks will make 
money. All-pullet flocks from early chicks 
ready to start laying by late summer are 
likely to be most profitable. 

@ FEED supplies are the largest on record, 
but taking out the 1948 stocks turned over 
to the government and the amount of 1949 
corn that will be impounded under the 
support program, free stocks will be small 
er than last season. Requirements will be 
greater because of the expansion of herds 
and flocks. Acreage control, and possibly 
weather, will reduce the 1950 corn crop. 
Corn prices are likely to continue their 
recent rise. It will be well to buy any 
corn that can be had at 20 to 30c below 
the loan value. 

@ SrEDS for grass and legume forage 
crops will be short next spring. Total sup- 
plies of alfalfa and clover seeds are near 
average while grass seed supplies are only 
about half the five-year average.

| Eradieate Cholera and then you remember that you lost a pig just 


three weeks ago—that’s hog cholera, probably. 
And your pork producing business is in real jeopardy. All of 45 years ago Dr. 
MARION DorskT explained that cholera was caused by a germ too small to see 
in a microscope, so small in fact that it would pass through a filter. But he 
brought forward too the anti-hog cholera serum, and virus. The idea then was 
to eradicate cholera, but we haven't done it. Jn fact, a new type appears. Would 
we not better back up and start over again? Dr. A. H. QUINN of Kansas City 
comes over to Cedar Rapids and tells the veterinary association how the Cana- 
dian government spent less than $600 in 1946 to control hog cholera in the 
entire Dominion. And in 1947-48 not a single dime. Canada’s swine industry 
is not so extensive as ours, but they do have lots of Yorkshires, other breeds 
too. But no cases of cholera in 1947-48, while our cholera loss was $40,000,000 
Canada does not permit the importation and use of live hog cholera virus, of 
which one-millionth of 1 c.c. will give a pig cholera. Now that we have crystal 
violet vaccine should we prohibit the sale of virus? Why can’t we completely 
control and eventually eradicate hog cholera, as Canada has done?
